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SELECTMEN'S  LETTER 


Your  Selectmen  are  pleased  that  the  tax  rate  dropped  a  whole  penny  for  1978,  and 
are  even  more  pleased  to  report  that  the  Town's  deficit,  incurred  in  1976  and  1977,  has 
been  reduced  from  $3,671 .29  to  $2,641 .65.  The  Town  books  actually  show  a  surplus  of 
$1,395,  which  is  deceiving  because  it  includes  $4,037.53  reserved  for  special  purposes, 
mainly  funds  from  the  sale  of  the  school  house  and  from  accrued  interest  on  the 
Cemetery  Funds.  The  Town's  net  gain  from  1978  was  $1,029.64,  shown  by  the  deficit 
decrease. 

The  Groton  School  House  was  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  for  $3,568.78.  Since  this 
money  is  derived  from  the  sale  of  Town  property,  it  is  to  be  kept  for  major  im- 
provements. 

We  are  proposing  to  relieve  the  suffering  of  travelers  on  the  River  Road  by 
rebuilding  Groton's  section,  so  are  asking  your  approval  of  a  $33,000  note  for  the 
purpose.  A  new  River  Road  and  last  year's  extensive  patching  on  the  North  Groton 
Road  should  result  in  freeing  annual  maintenance  money  for  the  upgrading  of  other 
sections  of  Town  roads.  Efforts  must  continue  to  improve  them. 

Numerous  corrections  have  been  made  on  the  tax  maps,  but  we  are  well  aware  that 
there  are  still  many  more  to  be  made.  We  continue  to  urge  all  who  have  written 
evidence  or  other  physical  evidence  regarding  errors  in  boundaries  or  disputed 
ownership  to  bring  it  to  us  so  that  we  can  have  Eastern  Appraisals  make  the  changes. 

The  Selectmen  are  grateful  for  the  cooperation  of  the  townspeople  throughout  the 
year.  The  October  25  public  meeting  for  discussion  of  the  plans  for  a  new  school  plant 
was  better  supported  by  Groton  than  were  such  meetings  in  any  Town  in  the  School 
District.  We  feel  that  again  the  Town  Affairs  have  run  smoothly  and  with  relative 
efficiency,  thanks  to  the  fine  work  of  all  Town  Officers  and  employees,  as  well  as  to 
the  interest  and  help  of  the  people.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  North  Groton  Town  House  in  said  Groton  on 
Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March,  next,  polls  to  be  open  at  three  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  until  nine  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  for  voting  on  Article  1 ,  and  meeting  for 
action  on  the  remaining  articles  in  this  warrant  at  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Article  2.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  a  two  percent  discount  on  taxes  paid 
within  fifteen  days  of  the  Tax  Collector's  mailing  date. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $322.55 
in  order  to  secure  from  the  State  the  $2,150.32  for  Class  IV  and  V  highways. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  and  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  place  in  Capital  Reserve  Funds  the  following :  a.  $1 ,500  for  a  new  truck; 
b.  $1 ,000  for  a  new  sander. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $7,500  for  the  repair 
and  sealing  of  roads. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $11,000  for  the 
summer  and  winter  maintenance  of  highways,  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  from 
the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  the  sum  of  $2,795.08  to  offset  the  sum,  with  the  remaining 
$8,204.92  to  be  raised  from  taxes. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $33,000 
to  be  used  for  the  improvement  and  reconstruction  of  the  1 .3  mile  portion  of  the  River 
Road  located  in  the  Town  of  Groton,  said  sum  to  be  raised  by  borrowing  on  the  credit 
of  the  Town  through  the  issuance  of  a  note,  bond,  notes,  or  bonds  of  the  Town  of 
Groton  pursuant  to  the  Municipal  Finance  Act,  R.S.A.  Chapter  33,  said  notes  or 
bonds  to  be  repaid  over  a  5  year  period  at  the  rate  of  $6,600.00  per  year. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town,  in  the  event  of  an  affirmative  vote  on  Article  8,  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $825  for  interest  on  the  River  Road  notes  or 
bonds  for  one  half  year  (July  1  -  December  31, 1979). 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $13,750.00  for  a 
new  truck  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  from  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund,  Truck,  the  sum  of  $6,379.31  to  offset  the  purchase  price,  with  the  remaining 
$7,370.69  to  be  raised  from  taxes. 

Article  11 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,500.00  for  a 
new  sander,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  said  sum  from  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund,  Sander,  to  offset  purchase  price,  with  the  remaining  $179.47  to  be 
raised  from  taxes. 


Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  consolidate  the  balances  remaining  in 
the  two  Capital  Reserve  Funds,  the  truck  fund  and  the  sander  fund,  into  a  single 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  a  new  truck  and  accessories. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  the  following  changes  in 
remuneration  for  Town  Officers  and  employees: 

Town  Clerk  from  $400  to  $775  per  year 

Town  Treasurer  from  $500  to  $575  per  year 

Tax  Collector  from  1  %  to  1-1 12%  of  the  warrant 

Road  Agent  from  $3.50  to  $4.00  per  hour 

Moderator  from  $3.00  to  $3.50  per  hour 
Supervisors  of 

The  Check  List  from  $2.75  to  $3.1 0  per  hour 

Road  Workers  from  $3.25  to  $3.50  per  hour 

Secretary  from  $600  to  $750  per  year 

Other  Workers  from  $2.75  to  $3.10  per  hour 


Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000 
for  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  dump. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $372.00 
for  the  support  of  the  Pemi-Baker  Home  Health  Agency. 

Article  16.  To  see  what  sum  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the 
support  of  the  Baker  River  Audio  Visual  Center,  established  by  Federal  Grant  in  1974. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes,  and  pay  the  obligations  of  the  Town. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer, 
lease,  rent,  sell  and  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  by  any  Tax  Collector's  deed. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  election  of  a  Police 
Officer  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  Police  Officers  and  a  Chief  of 
Police,  same  to  take  effect  the  day  after  the  1980  Town  Meeting. 

Article  20.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the  Town.

This  past  year  the  arrangement  of  the  library's  collection  was  greatly  improved 
with  the  installation  of  permanent  shelving  along  one  wall.  The  funds  which  allowed 
us  to  do  this  were  donated  to  the  library,  and  we  are  grateful  to  the  donor. 

Once  again  a  workshop  was  held  during  the  summer  months.  About  sixteen 
children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twelve  attended  each  of  the  sessions.  In  ad- 
dition to  our  regular  Thursday  hours  from  3:00  to  4:30  p.m.  we  have  expanded  library 
hours  to  include  Saturday  mornings  from  10:00  to  11 :00. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  a  library  which  offers  the  best  in  children's  books  and 
where  current  adult  fiction  and  non-fiction  are  readily  available,  either  through  our 
own  purchases  or  from  the  state.  Membership  in  the  Baker-River  Audio-Visual  Center 
provides  access  to  a  wide  variety  of  equipment  and  software  which  has  been  enjoyed 
both  in  the  library  and  at  the  Village  School.  About  twenty  townspeople  take  ad- 
vantage of  these  facilities  on  a  regular  basis-  plan  to  join  them  in  1979!

The  Police  Department  is  pleased  to  report  that  we  have  had  a  relatively  quiet 
year,  with  no  unusually  difficult  problems.  More  progress  has  been  made  in  im- 
proving equipment. 

Chief  Albert  and  Officer  Edward  Smith  have  completed  the  first  course  required  for 
State  certification  of  Police  Officers.  They  and  part-time  Officer  Ted  Kendall  of  En- 
field are  now  enrolled  in  a  second  sixteen  week  course  to  further  strengthen  their 
backgrounds  for  police  work. 

Oversight  of  the  Sculptured  Rocks  area  is  still  a  problem.  Continuing  heavy  use  of 
the  area  gives  us  continuing  concern  about  campers  and  fire  danger,  as  well  as 
control  of  heavy  traffic,  vandalism,  and  litter. 

Your  police  are  dependent  on  the  help  of  the  community  in  reporting  troubles  and 
suspicious  activity.  Promptness  in  notifying  the  police  is  most  important,  and  of 
course  it  is  very  helpful  if  registration  numbers  and  descriptions  of  vehicles  can  be 
supplied.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF  and 
YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and 
local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program 
that  is  recognized  as  superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state  and  local  community 
governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent  and  combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy  wardens  are  appointed 
every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to  work  with  the  members  of  the  State  Forest 
Fire  staff  in  this  effort.  State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest  fire  sup- 
pression costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay  rates  established 
by  the  Governor  and  Council.  State  funds  matched  by  local  funds  are  used  to  purchase 
hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire 
prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  is  permitted  only  after 
obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning 
without  a  permit  when  one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  up  to 
$1,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both.
